of the sick room who, daring the period 
of fever which occurred subsequent to 
tbe incision, bore expression of anxiety 
and looked generally care worn. This 
morning the same persons may be seen 
about the house bearing cheerful faces 
and exhibiting an apparent air of grat- 
ification. 
When asked what truth wag 


in the statement that Mrs. GarBeld had 
suffered extremely from the effects of 
the strain upon her mind daring the 
past few days, Dr. Boynton said there 
was no foundation whatever for the re- 
port that she was ill. "In faot," the 
Dr. continued.
